Washington, May 31.—The naval court- 
martial which has been trying Captain 
John McGowan on charges of scandalous 
conduct and neglect of duty in connection 
with the killing by him of a ‘Filipino 
while in command of the Monadnock in 
the Philippimes, today submittedi ts con- 
clusions to the secretary of the navy for 
consideration.

Trenton, N. J., May 31.—There were over a thousand delegates pres- 
ent at the democratic stata convention today called to elect delegates 
The ¢onvention was characterized by 
thusiasm and by strong Bryan sentiment so far as expressions went, al- 
though the convention refused with less than a hundred negative votes to 
instruct the delegates to Kansas City to vote for Mr. Bryan. 

Colonel 8. M. Zulick, formerly governor of Arizona, now a resident 
of Monmouth county, was chairman of the convention. 

The resolutions adopted by the platform committee declared for ‘‘that 
bimetalism that has been advocated and supported by the democratic 
party from its inception to the present time.” 

They declare for more stringent legislation, state and national, in- 
cluding a constitutional amendment if necessary to 
denounce Porto Rican taxation; for independence of the Fillpinos; insist 
that our pledges to Cuba be kept and denounce the Cuban frauds; favor 
construction of the Nicaragua canal by the government and its control 
by the United States; extend sympathy to the Boers; oppose any for- 
eign alliance and “recognize William Jennings Bryan as the popular 
tribune of the people, able, fearless and honest, and worthy to receive at 
their hands the highest political honor.”’ 

The resolutions were adopted by a vote of 913 to 76.

E, G. Coffman, Manager, Not Seen 
Since Last Tuesday, 


CONSIDERABLE MYSTERY IN CASE 


He Left the City Tuesday To Go to 
Macon, but Has Not Been 
Heard. of There—His 
Friends Are Ap- 
prehensive. 


In the United States district court yese- 
terday afternoon a petition was filed by 
Mrs. E. G. Coffman, W. D. Manley and 
Cc. §. Wrenn asking that the Georgia 
Handle Company be declared an involun- 
tary bankrupt. 

E. G. Coffman, genera] manager and 
chief stockholder of the Georgia Handle 
Company, left thé city Tuesday, ostensi- 
bly to go to Macon to look after the ad- 
justment of the insurance on the B. E, 
Willingham factory, recently 
burned, in which he was largely interest- 
Since that time he has not been 
seen, 

Mr. Coffman did not go to Macon. This 
fact has been definitely ascertained. His 
sttorneys, Felder & Rountree, say they 
have exhausted every effort to locate 
tim. His friends are equally ignorant of 
his whereabouts, and there are those who 
express fears for his safety. 

Coffman Not in the City. 

An effort was made by a Constitution 
reporter to communicate with Mrs. Coff- 
man, who resides at the Farlinger, 32§ 
Peachtree street. Word was sent down 
that Mrs. Coffman was too fll to be seen, 
but her physician Dr. Amster, said: 

“Mrs. Coffman is too ill to give you 
any information. She ‘s prostrated from 
grief, as she has not the slightest t@dea 
gre whereabouts of her husband.” 

rom the foregoing it is evident that 
the absence of E. G. Coffman from At- 
flanta is attended by mystery. Just he- 
fore leaving tho city Tuesday he called 
at the office of his attorneys, Felder & 
Rounder, in Temple Court, and stated 
that he was going to Macon that after- 
noon. This was about noon. 

Attorney Rountree stated last night 
that Mr. Coffman appeared to be cheerful 
and expressed himself very hopefully as 
to the future of the Georgia Handle Com- 
pany and its ability to weather the storm 
brought upon it by the failure of the 
Southern Agricultural Works. The law- 
ver arranged the proof of loss fn the 
Macon factory fire, and his client put the 
papers in his pocket, after having re- 
ceived instructions in regard to the steps 
necessary to be taken in Macon for the 
recovery of the insurance. 

Nothing In his manner in the lawyers’ 
office, or as noted by any of his ac- 
quaintances or intimates who talked with 
him upon the day of his departure, went 
to indicate that he was Taboring under a 
mental strain or was not in his wonted 
health and spirits. It is stated by his

BLOOPDHOUNDS CHASE TWO MEN 


Deep Run Hunt Club Has a Trailing 
Test at Last. 

Richmond, Va... May $1.—(Special.)— 
There was an exciting man hunt in Surry 
county today in which two men were 
pursued by bloodhounds, followed by of- 
ficers of the law. business and profes- 
sional men in carriages and on horseback, 
coatless men, ragged men and small boys 
and negroes on foot. PRloodhounds trailed 
their quarry for ten miles and forced 
them to take the best means to save 
their lives. The men who ran ahead 
of the hunds were Albertson White, aged 
nineteen years and John Ward, the latter 
@ negro, aged twenty-one. The men, 
wet with perspiration and almost. ex- 
hausted by fatigue and heat, had sought 
a shady nook and sat down to rest. The 
negro glanced back and saw the hounds 
coming. He warned his white colleague 
just in time and they were in too much 
hurry to pick good trees, but scrambled 
up small ones three or four inches in 
diameter. They were much nearer a 
tragedy than the official promoters meant. 
It was thought the hounds would open up 
sufficiently loud for them to seek places 
of safety a fourth of a mile ahead of 
the bloodhounds. Members of the Deep 
Run Hunt Club here arranged for a 
similar hunt a few weeks ago, but senti- 
thent was so strong against it that it 
was abandoned. The hounds are the same 
ones that ran down the man O'Grady, 
who was lynched at Emporia.

BOER ARMY MOVED TO THE EAST 


Every Indication Points to the Belief 
That the British Flag Is Fly- 
‘ ing Over Pretoria at Last. 
The Boers Are Scat- 
tered. 


London, June 1.—3:25 a. m.—Belated mes- 
sages from Pretoria confirm the reports 
of the departure of President Kruger with 
his cabinet and staff officials Tuesday 
night, and the selection at 4 meeting of 
citizens of a committee to administer the 
city provisionally. 

Since these telegrams left on Wednesday 
nothing apparently has reached Lourenzo 
Marques by telegraph from Pretoria. Pog- 
sibly the wires have been cut. Possibly 
the. Boer censorship at some intermediate 
point interrupts telegrams. 

Although the war office has not received 
a word about it, no one in London harbors 
the idea that the Boer captal is not al- 
ready in the hands of the British or about 
to be there. The possession of Johannes- 
burg, at all events, as Lord Roberts has 
telegraphed, is a fact. States Attorney 
Smuts did not depart with President Kru- 
ger, but remained in Pretoria. The present 
seat of the Boer government, according 
to a dispatch from Lourenzo Marques, 
dated yesterday, is Middleburg, but it will 
probably be shifted further east. 

The Boers lately confronting Lord Rob- 
erts appear to-have gone eastward also 
toward the Lyndenburg region. The de- 
fenders of Laing’s nek, when their posi- 
tions becomes too perilous, will probably 
trek straight northward toward Lynden- 
burg. When this concentration takes 
place there will be possibly 20,000 men, 
who may hold out for a time with scatter- 
ed bands of guerrillas elsewhere. 

The press dispatches from the head- 
quarters of LordiRoberts give no estimate 
as to the numb@r’ of Boers who were 
fighting General French and General Ian 
Hamilton Monday and Tuesday, but they 
all agree that the Boers retired and that 
the British casualties were slight.

BRITISH IN JOHANNESBURG. 


Formal State Entry Said To Have 
Taken Place Yesterday. 

Germiston, Transvaal, May 30, Wednes- 
day, 3:2 p. m.—Johannesburg is prastical- 
ly in British possession. The mines are 
uninjured. Nine engines, a coal train and 
a great quantity of rolling stock were cap- 
tured. The remnants of the Boer rear 
guard remained behind and fought in the 
streets of Germiston, but they were 
easily cleared by the Grenadiers.

Burger @ized the child to carry him off 
and Mrs. Burger took hold of the boy's 
legs to keep him with her. The man 
pulled, and the woman pulled, while the 
child screamed with fright and pain. 

A message was sent to the police bar- 
racks and the cal] officer wads told to 
make as fasta rum Aas possible on his 
wheel, as neighbors feared the little boy 
would be killed. 

When the officer reached the scene Bur- 
ger had disappeared and taken the child 
with him. He was found on the Street 
and placed under arrest. Mrs. Burger 
still wanted her boy and the call officer 
tried to induce the husband to tell where 
he had secreted the child. 

A search was made at the home of Bur- 
ger’s mother, 32 Hilliard street. The 
mother at first denied knowing where the 
child was hid, stating that Burger had 
brought the boy there and afterwards 
carried him down town. The officer in- 
sisted upon searching all the rooms and 
Mrs. Burger finally confessed that she 
had hidden him in a rear apartment. 
Bureger’s wife was given the child. 

Yesterday afternoon Burger Was ar- 
raigned in the police court. He acknowl- 
edged that he and his wife had had a 
scuffle over the child. 

Mrs. Burger, his wife, stated that he 
had voluntarily left her and that he had 
no right to the boy. 

“Tl don’t know why he left me,” she 
sald. ‘“‘He will have to explain that. He 
has deserted me before. He fought me 
for the boy, and I had to turn the child 
loose in order to keep the little fellow 
from being pulled into pleces-”’ 

Burger said the reason he left his wife 
was because she had a terrible temper, 

“T had to leave the house we had been 
living in,’’ he said, ‘“‘and that made her 
mad, and when she gets mad,there is no 
staying where she is. I thought I had a 
right to the child and I took him.”’

Colonel Thomas G. Sample, of Pittsburg, 
a post commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, in his oration under the aus- 
pices of Ellis post No, 0 says: ss

close of the war. While I have no ob- 
jection to our brothers in the south rais- 
ing monuments to their generals as they 
have a right to, do, yet I raise my voice 
in protest against their erecting any mon- 
ument to any one who fought against the 
flag in any national cemetery. 

THe post had adopted resolutions pro- 
testing against the erection of a monu- 
ment and laid the matter before the 
Grand Army of the Republic Association, 
composed of posts in this city and vicin- 
ity, which also adopted resolutions against 
the proposed memorial. 

The plan to raise a monument to the 
confederate dead took shape more than 
a year ago. Colonel W. H. Knauss, of 
Ohio, a member of tne Grand Army of 
the Republic, brought to the attention of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy that 
there are in the cemeteries of the north 
the graves of thousands of confederate 
soldiers, many of them unknown. The 
organization took up the matter and be- 
gan to collect funds, principally in the 
south, for the purpose of raising monu- 
ments over these graves. In this ‘city 
the General Dabney Maury chapter un- 
dertook the work and hoped in the de- 
ginning to have the monument ready to 
be unveiled yesterday. 

Whether the project will be dropped, 
now that opposition to it has developed, 
remains for the general society of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy to deter- 
mine. Mrs. Halsey has sent a report oan 
the subject to Mrs. Norman V. Randolph, 
of Richmond, who is the chairman for 
the general work. This will be forward- 
ed to the reunicn of confederate veterans 
at Louisville.

A freicht train crew on the Southwest- 
ern railroad found a negro, supposed to 
be Dave Banks. lying in a mangled con- 
dition this morning on the track a few 
miles from Macon. It {s not known by 
what train he was killed. There is a 
theory that he was an excursionist re- 
turning from Andersonville last evening 
and fell between cars and was run over. 
Coroner Davis held an inquest and the 
verdict was that Banks’s death was dué 
to his own carelessness, 

Macon negroes who attended Decora- 
tion day exercises yesterday at Ander- 
sonville say that near the cemetery a 


negro girl shot and killed her stepfather, 
‘because he sought to prohibit her going 


with certain negro boys. It Is not known 
from whom she obtained the pistol with 
which she did the shooting.

Among the eleven 
prisoners brought to Americus in irons by 
the sheriff and military was one known 
commonly as the Georgia Snake and who 
has served two terms in the penitentiary.

Bob Smith, of Fannin County, Given 
a Mortal Wound. 

Canton, Ga., May 31.-—(Special.)—‘*Bob’’ 
Smith, son of Hon. Dan Smith, of Fannin 
county, was shot and killed last night on 
the north-bound train north of Wo02d- 
stock, In this county, by John Hays, of 
Murphy, N. ¢., a fellow passenger. Srith 
lived only a short while after beirg shot.

The election was put through in record 
time, the whole thing taking less than 
one minute.

said: “I move, Mr. Chairman, that we do 
now proceed to the election of officers 
for the ensuing year."’ 

There were no negative votes, however, 
and there was no need td announce the 
result. 

The election cams and was over s0 
quickly that the mass of those in the 
hall hardly comprehended what had been 
done, and for an instance they sat silent. 
Then came the flood. Cheer after cheer 
rang through the hall, and as General 
Gordon came forward to express his 
thanks for the honor done him they went 
wild.

I oan only add 
that deep in my heart is the image of 
every confederate soldier, and there those 
images will remain, the proudest record 
that has been written by the hand of God 
on that tablet.’’ 

In a neat speech General Gordon then 
called General S. D. Lee, who expressed 
his thanks tn a few well chosen words 
and gave way to General Cabell, of Tex- 
as, who spoke fervidly in expressing his 
appreciation of the honor done him by 
his comrades. 

“When war comes,” he said, “if it ever 
comes between the United States and a 
foreign country, the men of the south 
who carried the stars and bars will carry 
the stars and stripes, and they will carry 
it right out in front on the skirmish line 
In fact, if they are not carefully watch- 
ed, they will carry !t clear away from 
everybody. When that war comes the 
men of the south will be clear off fn the 
front, while the men of the north are 
making their wills and getting ready to 
come along.”’ 

General Gordon then called upon Gen- 
eral Ervin Walker, of South Carolina, to 
speak for General Wade Hampton, who 
is detained. at home by illness. General 
Walker responded for General Hampton 
in a short and appropriate speech. At

He urged the 
veterans to help the cause of the monu- 
ment as much as they were able, and 
said that Robert E. Lee camp, of Rich- 
mond. Va., of which he was a member, 
would give $1,000 for the purpose. Chap- 
lain-in-Chief Jones then made an impas- 
sioned plea for ald for the monument 
fund. saying that it should be erected. 
and erected at once. He was followed 
by General Gordon, who announced that 
he would mgke a personal subscription of 
$100. General S. D. Lee followed with a 
subscription of the same amount; as did 
General G. W. Gordon, of Memphis. 
Other subscriptions for $100 came in quick 
succession from J. P. Truelove, of Pine 
Bluff, Ark.; S. A. Cunningham, of Nash. 
ville; W. W. Carnes, of Memphis: D. Y. 
Cook, of Arkansas; E C. Tompkins, of 
Owensboro, Ky.; camp No. 1, Army of 
Northern Virginia, of New Orleans, gave 
$259, as did Cabell-Graves camp, of Wan- 
ville, Va. Forrest camp, of Chattanooga, 
subscribed $10 and in a few minuteg in- 
creased the amount to $150.

Bay’’ and “‘Revel of the Leaves,’’ were 
rendered by the class in a thorougaly 
creditable mannef. 

The presentation of diplomas was made 
by President Hoke Smith, of the board of 
education. 

Major Slaton called the names of the 
members of the class, sixry-six in all, in 
blocks of five. As the names in each 
group were called, they went forward and 
received their diplomas, 

Before presecuting the diplomas, Mr. 
Smith made a short address, jn which he 
voiced some sentiments th&At met the 
hearty approval of his audience. 

He said that it was tne wish of the 
board vf education to add manual train- 
ing to the other work of the public 
scnoois. The caildren should be taugnt 
how to use their fingers while they are 
being taught to use their minds. tie said 
that the board of education wished to be- 
gin as 3000 as possible a system of Simpie 
linger training. 

Mr. Smith also commented on the In- 
ability of one teacher to teach sixty chil- 
grade, as 4s done in the 
present system. This condition of affairs 
vould not be remedied until a larger pro- 
portion of the public revenue W4s appor- 
tioned to the public schoois. While other 
cities give one-fourth to one-third of their 
revenues to the public schools, Atlanta 
only gives about one-tenth of her revenues 
to the schools. 

The curtain was rung down after the 
diplomas had been presented, to prepare 
thea stuge for the class march. ‘:nis 
march was one of the most <deilghiful 
features of the entire programme. 

The mareh was led by Misses Mattie 
Glynn Key and Minnie Lynn Key. When 
a portion of the class marched in, bear- 
ing aloft green branches, they were greel- 
ed with appiause. When they had unish- 
ed some intricate and beautiful evolu- 
tions, they were grouped about the stage 
and the remainder of the class marched 
in, carrying light blue scarfs. Under varti- 
colored lights they gave a series of beuti- 
tul piastic poses, divided into live sels as 
tollows: 

(1) Weleome, expectation, listening, look- 
meditation, repose; (2) supplication, 
devotion, resignation, faith; (4) Caution, 
secrecy, fright, mercy, deflance, (4) C0- 
Quetry, basntiulness, hope, despair; 
(5) command, joy, victory, goodby.

HE CONSTITUTION presents this 
morning, along with short sketches 
of the subjects, fine reproductions of 
the quintet of ol] paintings, presented by 
the graduating class of the 30ys’ High 
schoo] to the school gallery of paintings 
Of famous and well-known Georgians. 
The additions Riven by the class of 1900 
are Robert Toombs, Hiram G. Warner, 
Hiowell Cobb, Joseph Henry Lumpkin and 
Johu B. Gordon, the paintings being the 
work of Julian P. Fie!d. This makes the 
list of pictures in the collection a fine one. 
The movement was begun by Pro  ossor 
W..M. Slaton, Principal of the Boys’ High 
school, and his endeavor along ¢his Mire 
has been not only earnest avd sincere and 
creditable, but also mest commendable. 
Though the idea. of a gallery of Geor- 
glans originated with Professor Slaton, 


he insists that the credit shall go to the 
young men. Me appoints from each egrad- 
uating class an executive committee to 
Secure the necessary funds. This com- 
mittee also selects the Georgiang whose 
portaits are to be painted. 

The forma] presentation of the five por- 
traits given by the class of 1900 wil] oc- 
cur in September. There follows a short 
sketch of the five subjects: 

ROBERT TOOMBS. 

Robert Toombs, ‘‘the kinglest of Georgtans!”’ 

This was the late Henry W. Grady’s charac- 
ferization of the rost gifted and successful 
American of his generation. 

The subject of this brief sketch was born itn 
Wilkes county, near Washington, July 2, 1810. 
He was descended from a fine old English fam- 
lly, and received the most thorough education 
of the colleges of his time, but was among the 
first to volunteer tn the Creek war, in which 
he was a captain. 

At first a whig, he became a democrat after 
the abolitionists had captured his old party. 
In a short time he became a recognized leader. 
A congressman eight years, he became a sena- 
tor in 1851, and served until he resigned to 
£0 with Georgia in 1861. At the proper time 
he was the leading champion of secession and 
was a member of the first confederate congresa. 

After being secretary of state under Davis, 
he resigned and gallantly served 
the confederacy in the fleld as a brigadier gen- 
eral. He declined a confederate senatorship, 
after being elected, and continued to fight our 
battles until the end of the war. When thea 
struggle was over he devoted his fortune, his 
best thought and his work to the interests of 
his beloved commonwealth. He gave us our 
railroad commisston, and more than any other 
one man he is the author of our present con- 
stitution. 

General Toombs‘ married Miss Julia A. Du- 
bose, a South Carolinian. The general died 
December 15, 1885. 

In the opinicn of Dantel Webster and the 
most famous men of our senate in its best 
days, Toombs had the best gift of leadership. 

When he went to Europe as an exile, after 
the war, the greatest men of England and 
French welcomed bim, and m:@+2 him their 
honored guest. His stainless name and splen- 
did fame will never be forgotten while liberty- 
loving English-speaking people exist. 

JUDGE HIRAM WARNER. 

Judge Hiram Warner was born in Willlam- 
burg, Hampshire county, Magss., October 29, 
1802. His early education was limited to the 
_yillage school and one year in the high school. 
Mr. Thaxter, who taught him that year in the 
high school, having taken charge of the acade- 
my at Sparta, Ga., impressed with ‘‘his char- 
acter and qualifications,”’ wrote him to be his 
asssistant in the Sparta academy. Then he 
was nineteen years of age. The opportunity 
opened to him a new fiel4 and atirred his am- 
bition. 

On reaching Sparta he had only 25 cents, 
but relates he was much pleased with his situa- 
tion. After teaching at Sparta three years he 
went within ten miles of Clinton, Jones county, 
and taught two more. He had determined to 
be a lawyer. Read while not teaching and each 
Saturday rode horseback to Clinton and recited 
to Major Smith; was admitted to the bar in 
1824 and settled at Knoxville, Crawford coun- 
ty, Georgia, then on the frontier. He was elect- 
ed to the legislature from Crawford county and 
afterwards re-elected. While living at Knox- 
ville he married a widow, Mrs. Staples, nee 
Abercrombie. While a member of the legis- 
lature he introduced and had passed a Dill 
abolishing property qualification for members 
of that body. He was opposed to nullification 
and a member of the anti-tariff convention of 
1832 from Crawford county. He lived tn Knox- 
ville five years and then moved to ‘Talbotton 
and formed a law partnership with George W. 
Towns, afterwards governor. 

In 1836 he was elected judge of the Coweta 
cireultt and so continued till 1840, when he 
was defeated by the whigs, then in power, 
he being always a democrat. In 1845 the 
supreme court of Georgia was organized with 
Hiram Warner as one of the justices. He was 
re-elected and remained on that bench until 
1655, when nominated by the democrats and } 
elected to congress. He was opposed by Ben- 
jamin H. Hill, whom he defeated. While 
serving in congress he was prominent. On 
the slavery question again, Kelsey, of New 
York. said Judge Warner’s speech was the 
ablest, and was replete with sound logic, pre- 
dicated upon the laws and constitution of nis 


country. 

When the war ended Judge Warner returned 
to the practice of law. He was, however, soon 
again appointed judge of the Coweta circuit 
by Governor Jenkins. In 1867 he was appointed 
chief justice by the same governor. In this 
office he continuned until ‘‘reconstruction.’”’ The 
supereme court was again reorganized and 
Judge Warner appointed to the short term. In 
1871 he was again appointed chief justice by 
Governor Smith. Later the legislature unaml- 
mously re-elected him. 

It was remarkable how-his dissenting opinions 
were sustained by the United States supreme 
court on ‘“‘post-bellum legislation, with refer- 
ence to homestead, relief laws, ete.’’ He be- 
lieved in carrying out the constitutional pro- 
hibitions against impairing contract obliga- 
tion. Judge Warner's opinions aggregate 
abowt 1,970, and are in the Georgia reports, 
1 to 13 and 36 to 65, inclusive. Thus in forty- 
three lawbooks has he written his monument, 
Judge Warner dissented vigorously. ‘His dis- 
senting opinions number seventy-eight.’’ It 
has been stated that ‘“‘so far as discovered 
every dissent during the first period of his 
supreme court career has. subsequently been 
adopted as sound law when the question was 
again raised.’’ Judge Warner died in Atlanta 
at the residence of his grand-daughter, Mrs. 
E. W. Martin, in 1881, after a long illness. 
Judge Bleckley said cf him: ‘‘The effect of 
physical suffering upon his personal appear- 
ance was, toward the last, remarkable. It 
seemed to have purged out all the animal from 
his nature and left only the spiritual. He 
looked like a noble bust, carved by some great 
artist of antiquity from purest marble and 
animated with the soul of a hero.’’ 

HOWELL COBB. 

Howell Cobb, secretary of the United States 
treasury, twenty-second governor of Georgia 
(1851-1853), speaker of the United States 
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house of representatives and president of the 
provisional congress of the confederacy, was 
born at Cherry Hill, Jefferson county, Georgia, 
September 7, 1815. 

His father was Colonel John Addison Cobb, 
of Granville county, North Carolina, and his 
mother Sarah Rootes, daughter of Colonel 
Thomas Reade Rootes, of Fredericksburg, Va. 

Howell Cobb was graduated in 1834 from 
Franklin: college, afterwards known as the Uni!- 
versity of Georgia. He graduated with honors. 

He was married in 1835 at the age of nine- 
teen, his bride being seventeen, to Miss Mary 
Ann Lamar, daughter of Colonel Zacharias La- 
mar, of Milledgeville. He was admifted to the 
bar {in 1836 and was elected solicitor general 
in 1837, and to congress tn 1842. Mr. Cobb 
was again elected to congress in 1844-46-48, 
and speaker of the house in 1849. He was 
elected governor of Georgia in !I851 as the 
nominee of the union party, and representative 
to coneress in 1854. 

Three years later he was appointed secretarv 
of the treasury in President Duchanan’s cab- 
inet, which position he resigned in 1860. Dur- 
ing the war he was successively colonel and 
brigadier and major. general in the army of 
the ce . 

yovernor Cobb was an able and successful 
lawyer and ide a reputation as a vigorous 
prosecuting off As a congressman he won 
distinction both upon the floor and in the 
Speaker's chatr. 

He was an exceedingly vigorous champion 
of the union and of riehts, Hie was 
the first speaker of the house ever chosen from 
Georgia 

Governor Cobb's bold and powerful champion- 
ship of southern views and institutions gave 
him in congress the undiaputed leadership of 
the southern side and that, too, despite the 
fact that he demonstrated elgnally his inde- 
pendence and = sincerity. He obtained wide 
celebrity by great speeches on many of the 
vital questions of the time, Including the tariff, 
the annexation of Texas, the Oregon issue and 
the Mexican war. 

JOSEPH HENRY LUMPKIN. 

Chief Justica Lumpkin was born in Ogle- 
thorne county, December 23. 1799. At ah 
early age he entered the Universitv of Georcia. 
Shortly afterwards, bv circum- 
sfances, the untversitv hetne temnorarilyv clos- 
ed, he then funior 
Princeton, graduating with the serond honor. 
Afterwards, in 185i, this untversitv conferred 
upon him the deeree of TLD. The roll of 
names of the holders of this degree shows what 
a sfeno? horor {it was. 

Tn 1820 Judge Lumpkin was epatmitted to 
the har and entered at ones inen the practice

Judge Tammrkin rerresented Oveletharne enunty 
in the levislature tn the veare 1894.5. when a 
hented eentest was betne wared between the

peace of the unicn. All of hie elqovnence waa 
used in the Cefense of state rights. In a short 
time Chief Justice Lumpkin became known 
as the most eloquent advocate of the north- 
ern ciroult, then comprising the leading lawvers 


involving the question of state 


of Georgia. Unlike the suecessfil practitioner 

Miay, he was espectally fond of the crim- 

branch of the law. Possiblv his mos 
famous speech was one made tn Milledgeville 
in defense of a bov charged with murler. At 
the ciese of his argument there was not a 
drv eve tin the courtroom and the Jury was 
only a moment tin bringing in a verdict of ac- 
quittal. The subsequent career of the man 
proved the cffort not wasted. 

In 1845 the loss of health was the penalty 
paid for unceasing labor. With his family he 
went abroad to rest. At this time many iaw- 
vers were endeavoring, in the face of creat 
opposition, ‘to establish a supreme court. Their 
efforts were at last successful. The Importance 


reflects that previous to this the judges of 
superior courts had been practically supreme 
in their districts, with almost unlimited civil 
and criminal powers, there being no court of 
appeal. To correct this the supreme = court 
was called into existence. Though not a can- 
‘ifate, Joseph Henry Lumpkin was chosen, 
with two others, to compose his first court. His 
was the long term and his associates vielded 
to him the presidency, though in the constl- 
tution of the court there was made by law 
no titular distinction. 

Many distinguished lawvers ows their legal 
education to Chief Justice TLumpkin. MTntil 
hiz death he was professor of law in the Uni- 
versitv of Georgia. He e€o0 ordered his life as 
a Chriatian eentieman and a lawyer that to 
the dav of his death, June, 4, 1867, no word 
of reproach or calumny soiled his name. The 
first thirty-five volumes of the Georgia Re- 
ports are his undying monumert. Some have 
claimed that he was greater as en advocate 
than as a jurist. No one has ever claimed that 
one of his decisions worked an intustice. 

JOHN B. GORDON., 

John B. Gordon, thirty-fifth governor of 
Georgia, and three times a United States sen- 
ator, was born in Upson county, Georgia, Feb- 
ruary 6. 1832. He was educated at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. He read law and prac- 
ticed for a time with his brother-in-law, Logan 
E. Bieckley, afterwards chief justice of Geor- 
gin.

He has delivered speeches upon 
finance, civil reform, and in defense of the 
eouth, alwavs exerting a conservative influ- 
emoe., In the lLoutsiana trouble he was 
chosen hy the democrats In congress to draft 
an address to the people of the seuth urging 
patience, endurance, and an apneal to a re- 
turning sense of justice to cure all wrongs. In 
1877 he was empowered by Governor Hampton 
to lock after South Carolina’s interests, an 
after the adjournment of congress he secured 
the removal of the federal troops from that 
state. 

His speech in the United ,States senate tn 
1893, at the time of Chicago strikes; 
pledging the south to maintain law and order, 
rang from one end of the country to the 
other. He declined to allow the use of his 
name for re-election to the senate at the ex- 
piration of his last term (1897), and has 
since devoted his time to lecturing.

$ Fight Hundred of Them Last Night Decided To Refuse To 


GO to Work This Morning 


MANY CONCERNS AFFECTED 


All Bulldlngs In Atlanta May Be Sus- 
pended This Morning, 


STRIKERS ARE WELL ORGANIZED 


The Walkout Is Caused by Failure 
of Employers To Agree to an 
Eight-Hour Day and $2 
as the Minimum 
Wage. 


A strike of the carpenters and joiners 
of Atlanta, which promises to De the 
largest affair of its kind this city has 
ever known, began last night. About 600 
of the members of the Atlanta District 
Council of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America last 
nigbt unanimously decided to refuse to 
go to work this morning. 

The strike began officially last night, 
but its effects will not be felt until this 
morning. 

The strike:is the result of the refusal 
of contractors, builders and planing mill 
managers to accede to the demands of 
the carpenters and joiners. Thesé de- 
mands were made about one ‘week ago 
to the affected concerns, and tn substance 
are as follows: 

The full calendar day 
eight hours. 

The minimum wage to be $2 per day. 

In addition to the reguiar wage one- 
half the minimum scale to be paid for 


to consist of 


over time, 

Double time to be pald on legal holidays 
and Sundays. 

Only wnion labor to be employed. 

These demands Were sent the contrac- 
tors, builders and mill managers about 
one week ago with the request that they 
answer by June Ist. It is said that no 
employers agreed to the terms of the 
employees, and the meeting held last 
night was therefore called. 


Will Be Big Strike. 


If what those who are behind the strike 


say is true, it will be one of the largest 
walk-outs that this city has ever known. 
It-is represented that 800 union workmen 
will refuse to work this morning whless 
their demands are met by their employ- 
ers. The Atlanta Federation of Trades is 
said to be encouraging the strike and the 
carpenters were promised last night that 
they would have the support of the thir- 
ty-two union organizations in-the city. 

Some members of the carpenters’ union 
contend that they will be supported by 
allied trades, and strikes through sympa.- 
thy are said to be imminent. This, fow- 
ever, if it should come at all, will not be 
done. for several days. 

The carpenters contend that they will 
not need the aid of these allied trades, 
however. They are confident of winning 
by themselves from their employers and 
from the speeches made last night it is 
evident that they anticipate little diffi- 
culty in obtaining what they want. The 
reason for their confidence, they say, is 
that with the exception of a” very few all 
of their trade are members of the union 
and are in the strike. . 

Will Be No Violence. 

For this reason also the strikers say 
there will be no violence.; Unless the em” 
Ployers send to other cittes for workmen 
or unless a portion of the strikers decide 
‘to return to work there will be no ylo- 
lence. 

The strikers say that they are sure of 
winning because they walk out at a time 
When building in Atlanta is practically 
at its height for this year. The contrac. 
tors have already made arrangements for 
erecting the buildings, their bonds have 
been given and they will be compelled, 
Say the strikers, to go ahead with their 
work. 

If they fail to win within a short time 
the strikers expect to induce strikes of 
the allied trades, which consist of the 
brick masons, plumbers, stone masons, 
painters, plasterers, wall paperers and all 
Others whose work is in connection with 
building. 

If this is accomplished, and if the 
Strike is successful, work will be stopped 
On all of the buildings in Atlanta, in- 
Cluding the Carnegie library, the Frank 
E. Block new factory, the additions to 
Spellman vniversity, the alterations in 
the Kimball house, the new Presbyterian 
church on Peachtree street and on all 
Others. The permits for $300,000 of build- 
ing which have been issued during the 
month of May by Building Inspector Pitt- 
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| man will have to be held until the strike 


is over. 
Strikers Well Organized. * 

Owing to the fact that the strikers have 
acted deliberately in the maiter, they are 
finely organized. The arrangements for 
the strike have been under way for about 
two months, and every member of the dis- 
trica council knows exactly what is ex- 
pected of him. 

A big mass meeting of the strikers and 
their sympathizers will be held this 
morning at 8 o’clock in Federation hall, 
and headquarters will be open there all 
during the day. 

The strikers will report from time to 
time to the committee as to how matters 
are progressing, and tha movements of 
the disaffected men will be dir¢cted from 
there. Pickets will be placed at all shops 
and places where buildings are being con- 
Structed In order to secure the names of 
those men who report for duty this morn- 
ing. Two pickets will be at the designa-~ 
ted places this morning., They will remain 
on duty two hours, when their places will 
be taken by two other strikers, and the 
first two will report to headquarters. 

In this way the strikers expect to keep 
thoroughly posted as to the conditions at 
the various affected places, 

The Meeting Last Night. 

The meeting last night was held in the 
Superior courtroom, and was. entirely 
secret, Only union men presenting their 
cards and those who knew the password 
of the istrict council were admitted, The 
meeting was presided over by A. J. Lay- 
ton, president of the district council, and 
J. P: Stephens was the secretary, 

The council is composed of four unions, 
Nos. 439, 329, 317 and 52%. No. 54 ia com- 
posed 3f negroes, and was well represent- 
ed at the meeting. These four uniors 
have a membership of between 300 and 
1,000, and about 600 of their members were 
present last night, 

A large number of speeches were made, 
all on the same line. Every speaker ad- 
vised the men to strike, and\ encouraged 
them. Tho burden of the speeches was 
that Atlanta’s carpenters ere the worst 
paid in the country; that the jobs amount- 
ed to nothing to the men, but the men 
amounted to a great deal to the jobs. 

The strikers last night announced that 
they are now getting from $1.25 to $L75 
per day, and are working from ten to 
thirteefi hours. 

When the vote was taken there was not 
a dissenting voice. Every member of the 
district council voted to strike, and prom- 
ised not to report for work this morning. 

The Affected Concerns. 

The strikers say that all contractors, 
builders and planing mills, {ncluding wood 
working manufactories, are affected by 
the strike. They say there is not a single 
exception, and none of them will be work- 
ing this morning. 

The following is a copy of the letter that 
was addressed to the employers of the 
strikers: 

Dear Sir—We herewl!th present copy of 
agreement approved by the Atlanta Dits- 
trict Council United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America May 1, 
1900. Would respectfully ask your careful 
consideration of éach proposition, request- 
ing your signature or that of your firm 
to ‘them as whole and return same to 
secretary of our committee. Should you 
prefer a conference with the other con- 
tractors, builders and planing mill man- 
agers please so state in your reply, and 
should you decide to meet us in organized 
form, our committee wil] meet an equal 
number of committeemen from your body 
at any time and place you may designate 
prior ;o June lst. 

“Should you fall to comply with this re- 
quest, will take it for granted that your 
approval is given. Respectfully submit- 
ted, 

“J. P. Stephens, chairman; L. 8S. Nor- 
man, M. J. W. Thompson, W. A. Pursley, 
J. W. Craver, Thomas J. Black, secre- 
tary, committee.’’ 


The Rejected Articles, 


Following are the articles of agree- 
ment that the employers refused to sign: 

‘“‘We, the undersigned contractors, buiid- 
ers and planing mill managers, who shall 
be known as the party of the first part, 
and the Atlanta District Councll of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, who shall be known 
as the party of the second part, do hereby 
agree that on and after June l, 1900, eight 
hours shall constitute a ful] calendar day 
for all work done for party of the first 
part by any of the members of the party 
of the.second part. 

“It is further agreed, that party of the 
first part shall employ only members of 
the party of the second part on all work 
done for the party of the first part on all 
buildings or in the manufacture or pre- 
paring material for the construction of 
same. 

“The party of the first part further 
agrees that the fractiona] part of a day 
Shall be one-fourth, one-half, three- 
fourths, a full day being eight hours. 

“It is further agreed that the minimum 
wage for all carpenters, joiners, stair- 
builders, cabinet makers, planing mill 
bench hands and all members running 
wood working machinery shall be $2 per 
day. All over time shall be paid time and 
one-half of' minimum scale and double 
time for legal holidays and Sundays. 

“It is further agreed, that in considera- 
tion of the foregoing, thas the party of 
the second part wiil not compete with the 
party of the first part by taking lump or 
piece work, or by sub-contracting for 
any part or all work to be done on build- 
ings.”’

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JURY IN BEATTIE 


CASE DISAGREES| 


Failed To Make a Verdict and Was 
Discharged. 


THEY WERE OUT SOME TIME 


Case Was on Trial in Ordinary’s 
Court Two Days. 


MISS BEATTIE MADE A CLEVER DEFENSE 


Spoke Interestingly to the Jury and 
Thought That She Was Able To 
Take Care of Herself. 


Whether or not Miss Etise Beattie 
should have a guardian appointed to man- 
age hér business affairs, as some of her 
relatives contended, was not settled by 
the jury in the case yesterday in the ordi- 
nary’s court. After being out some time 
the foreman of the jury, Dr, K. H. Bo- 
land, announced that no agreement had 
been reached and asked that the members 
of the jury be discharged from further 
duty. 

The jury retired about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon and it is understood that a 
number of ballots were taken as to what 
the verdict should be. It is said that when 
the jurors decided that no verdict could 
be reached, seven were against the ap- 
pointment of a guardian and four were 
in favor of the appointment. 

The case was tried by only eleven ju- 
rors.~James Banks, the twelfth juror, 
Was excused from duty yesterday morn- 
ing, the attorneys on both sides making 
no objection. 

The trial] was taken up Wednesday be- 
fore Ordinary W. H. Hulsey and after 
several] witnesses had been examined the 
case was continued until yesterday morn- 
ing. At 9 o’clock it was again taken up 
and more witnesses examined. The fea- 
ture of the entire trial was the statement 
made by Miss Beattie to the jury yester- 
day. 

The story she related was an interesting 
one and impressed al] who heard it. The 
narrative was told cleverly and entertain- 
ingly, with no break of falter to mar its 
thread. It was the history of one Hfe 
and so nicely wag it presented as to prove 
conclusively that the speaker was a stu- 
dent whose intamacy with the history of 
this and other times could only have been 
gained by years of intelligent study. 

In many ways it was a remarkable 
statement and at no time during its de- 
livery were her hearers reminded of the 
fact that a jury had been summoned to 
say whether or not she was capable of 
managing her business affairs. She told 


' of the history of her ancestors in Scotland 


and stated that one of her ancestors on 
her mother’s side signed the declaration 
of independence. Further, another of her 
maternal ancestors at one time occupted 
the honored position of governor of this 
State. 

In the course of her narrative she stated 
that her father had been a New Eng- 
lander and her mother a native of Geor- 
gia.. She said that her father had died 
when she wag but an infant and her 
mother followed him some years later.

What Is Required of the Enumerators 
and the Manner in Which They 
Are Compensated. 


Bright and early this morning forty- 
four cersus enumerators of Uncle Sam 
will start upon their task of taking the 
complete census of the city of Atlanta. 

When the census taker calls be prepared 
to undergo an inquisitorial interview, for 
twenty-five questions will be fired at you 
point blank, and no matter how imperti- 
nent some of them seem, you are bound 
to answer or lay yourself liable to a fine 
of $500 for contempt. The questions that 
you will have to answer are as follows: 

1. Surname, Christian name, initial. 

® Residence, street, number of house. 

8. Relationship of each member to the 
head of the family. 

. Color or race. 

. Sex. 

3. Age at last birthday. 

. Day, month and year when born. 

. Are you single, married, widow, 
widower or divorced? 

9. Number of years @married. 

10. How many children. 

11. Sex of these children, 

12. When were vou born? If ‘in the 
United States give state or territory; if of 
foreign birth, give name of the country 
only. 

123. Where was your father born? Your 
mother? (Same conditions as the forego- 
ing.)

16. Have you been naturalized? How 
many years since you became a citizen”? 

17. What {is your occupation, trade or 
profession. (This question applies to per- 
sons ten years of age or over.)

The information you give the enumera- 
tor is confidential and he is bound by a 
penalty of $500 not to divulge a syllable 
of it to anybody, Therefore, if for any 
reason you have a delicacy about telling 
your age or answering any other question 
on the list, you can rest secure in the 
knowledge that your secret is in sale 
hands. The enumerator is a privileged 
character. The law gives him the right 
of admission to your. private domiciie 
or your place of workor business while 
in the discharge of his duty, Any denial 
of admission is reported to the special 
agent, and if it is persisted in, trouble 
is likely to follow. The enumerator has 
to be very particular in gaining the Ge- 
sired information, It is his business to get 
full and correct answers to his little cat- 
echism. If it can be shown that he has 
wilfully falsified any of the return, he is 
subject:to a fine of $5,000’and imprison- 
ment for two years. He must do the 
work personally and is enjoined from 
delegating any one tu assist him. Every 
night he is required to fill out his report 
card and deliver it to the special agent. 

What Enumerators Get. 

The enumerators who take the census 
of Atlanta will earn all the way from 33 
to $6 per day, according to the rapidity of 
their work. Their compensation is in the 
nature of fees. They receive 2% cents for 
every man, woman or child IUsted, and 


in cases where the party is deaf, dumb org 


blind, even has a defect in vision, hear- 
ing or speech, they receive 6 cents. If a 
death has occurred in a family since 
June 1,°1899. the enumerator gets 5 cents 
for recording the fact with particulars. 
kivery enumerator is expected to 
ten hours a day and he can yea in the 
evening if he so chooses. The census of 
Atlanta must be completed by July loth.

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off of commissions. It is understood that 
all roads virtually made the same prom- 
ise. Se far as khown, however, the Bur- 
lington is the first western line to take 
steps to equalize salaries all over their 
lines. 

The scheme of the presidents of the 
€reat railway syotems to follow up the 
abolition af ticket commissions by abol- 
ishing the offices of traveling passenger 
and freight agents has been abandoned 
for the present at least. Most of the 
large western roads are disinclined to 
enter into an agreement of that kind so 
long as pooling is not permitted, alleging 
that as long as the roads. compete with 
each other the services of traveling 
freight and passenger agents could not 
be dispensed with. It is estimated that 
0,000 traveling freight and passenger 
agents are employed by the various roads 
in this country, their salaries averaging 
about $100 a month each and the traveling 
expenses about an equal amount. The 
aggregate expenses for all the roads, 
therefore, amounts to about $1,000,000 a 
month, but the expense for the individual 
roads is not heavy. These men, it is 
claimed, earned their salaries and the 
expense involved five times over. They 
work up an immense amount of business 
for their respective roads, and see to it 
that the line for which they are working 
secures a fair share of the business. Be- 
sides, they earn their salaries by acting 
as~ detectives, discovering underhanded 
practices and rate-cutting on the part of 


some of the roads, and being instrumental 
in stopping irregularities of that kind.

CENTRAL INCREASES RETURNS 


The Property from Macon to Savan- 
nah Is Raised in 
Value. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
received from the Central railroad an in- 
creased valuation of $2,000 a’ mile on the 
main line of the Central from Macon to 
Savannah. This branch of the Central's 
property was returned several days ago 
at a valuation of $11,000 a mile, exclusive 
of bridges and trestles, whije the valua- 
tion placed on that part of the line from 
Atlanta to Macon .was $13,000. The re- 
turns of the road were sent back by the 
comptroller general for revision, with the 
result that the entire main branch from 
Savannah to Atlanta has been returned, 
mile for mile, at $13,000. This gives the 
Central property an increase in value over 
last vear of nearly $400,000 and will run the 
total railroad increase in Georgia con- 
siderably over $2,000,000.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


M. A. Lane, one of the leading members 
of The Chicago Times-Herald staff, is in 
the city on his return home. He viewed 
the eclipse from the Station occupled by 
the Chicago expedition near Wadesboro, 
N. C., and his account of that remarkable 
phenomenon was one of the most accurate 
published. Speaking of the eclipse, he 
said yesterday: 

“The total eclipse this year was the first 
I had ever seen. I was fn one way dis- 
appointed with the spectacle, anid in an- 
other I was surprised. As the totality ap- 
proached, I carefully watched for the 
rushing of the shadow along the earth. 
This phenomenon is universally conceded 
by astronomers to be the most impres- 
Sive of a total eclipse. On this occasion 
it was absent—for what scientific reason I 
do not know. 

“I was surprised by the absence from 
the corona of its traditional apparent 
length. For although the streamers reach- 
ed to the inconceivable extent of 3,000,009 
miles, yet they appeared to fall short 
of the measure of expectation which a 
somewhat extensive reading had excited. 

“But although the shadow did not sweep 
over the surface of the earth, its power- 
fully impressive appearance in the sky, 
approaching us in a whelming way, was

Finally one day the rival paper came 
an offer of ‘a vard of beautiful 
to every new paid up subscriber. 
The managing editor had cornered the 
market on a lot of gaudy chromos and 
the novelty of the offer in @& community 
devoid of a very keen sence of the artistic, 
proved a bonanza to his paper, and sub- 
scribers came in with a rush. 

“For a time he had me puzzled to think’ 
of some means of calling his Httle game. 
I tried several schemes, but all failed. It 
was the proverbial ill wind that was my 
salvation. About that time the Dalton 
gang was terrorizing the western frontier, 
holding up trains, driving off cattle, rob- 
bing banks, cutting throats of innocent 
citizens and amusing themselves in other 
artless ways.

WASTE MILL PRODUCTS 
AS TREATED IN ENGLAND 


The advance sheets of a consular report 
showing what is done with the waste 
products of cotton mills abroad contains 
some interesting figures. Letters from 
different cotton spinners show that not all 
of them spin from waste, but those who 
do not sell their waste to those who 
manufacture low yarns. A letter from 
Robert Byrom, cotton spinner, Staly- 
bridge, Lancashire, says: 

“We may say that the “machinery is 
made by Platt & Bro., Howard & Bul- 
lough and many other smaller firms. A 
large quantity of cotton waste is used 


in Yorkshire and probably a large quan- 


tity is shipped to the continent, where 
it is spun into low yarns, It is, we be- 
lieve, very much cut in price, and conse- 
quently not very profitable.’’ 

The Manchester chamber of eommerce 
prints the following table of figures which 
shows the quantity and value of cotton 
waste imported into the United Kingdom 
from the United States in each o1 
years from 1894 to 1898:

The following letter froM Asa Lees & 
Co., of Oldham, gives the best idea of 
the extent cotton waste is used in Lanca- 
shire: 

“The spinning of cotton waste in all 
parts of Lancashire is done much less 
than formerly. We should think that le Ss 
than one-half of the waste produced in 
Lancashire mills is reworked here; the 
bulk of it is exported to the continent, 
where lower counts are spun. 

“Waste soinning comprises: Clean, soft 
mill refuse worked up into wadding; mill 
sweepings and dirty, oily, soft mill refuse 
worked up into a cOarse yarn, say about 
4s, 6s, or &s, a7 a special plant; also waste 
from the different proceses known as 
spinner’s, reelers’, and weavers’ waste, 
including cop bottoms, which is broken 
up and passed through a specia! plant 
quite different from the preceding. Then 
there is some waste from the windefs, 
spinners, reelers, and doublers, which is 
made into engine or cleaning waste. 

‘‘The machinery is chiefly made in this 
consular district. The waste is some- 
times spun on ordinary cotton spinning

‘We learn that the import of waste 
from mills in the United States is at 

resent not very considerable, and the 

ulk of waste so imported is re-exported 
to the continent of Europe.” 

The following letter from John Hether- 
ington & Sons, manufacturers of cotton 
goods machinery, gives a general idea of 
the use pres of cotton waste: 
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‘‘There is also a filling made from the 
waste that comes from the scutches, 
cards, and roving frames; this 
than the first mentioned, depending, of 
course, on the quality of waste used. ’

mixed with a certain quantity of new 
cotton and spun into both warp and fiil- 
ing and made into coarse goods, such as 
table cloths, quilts and trouserings.

A very sensational arrest was made 
yesterday morning when Kev. 
Charles D. Bacon, a street evangelist, was 
taken in custody on the charge of making 
incendiary speeches to the employees of 
the Fulton bagging and cotton mills. 

It was reported ta the police that the 
evangelist was publicly denouncing the 
mull owners as robbers and thieves, and 
that already his speeches were about to 
discrder, {f not riot. 

In his remarks the Rev. Bacon went so 
far'as to say to the mill employees that 
he looked for bloodshed unless they were 
better treared. It was said that four 
fights were precipitated by his inflamma- 
tory rematlks., 

The preacher was arrested In the morn- 
ing and taken before Recorder Broyles in 
the afternoon. His trial made a case of 
there being over & 
laburing men present to 
hear the evidence and the decision of the

Rev. Bacon made a bold defense, stating 


j | plainly that he had said what was charg- 


ed against him, and pleading justification 
on the alleged ground that what he said 
was the truth, 

It had been reported to the police sev- 
Bacon was about to 
Cause a strike, and perhaps a riot, and 
that serious trouble might be expected if 
he was not stopped. The officers looked 
for the evangelist two or three nights. 

Wednestay night he made one of his 
flery speeches, and was ordered by Spe- 
cial Officer J. R. Bennett employed by the 
mill owners, to leave the company’s 
grounds, and not to return Yesterday 
morning he was there again, and he was 
taken in custody 

He Denounced Mill Owners. 

Special Officer Bennett stated at Rey. 
Bacon's trial yesterday afternoon that the 
evangelist had cailed the mill owners rob 
bers and thieves, and had predicted bilood- 
shed unless the company treated the em- 
ployees with more humane consideration. 

“Tia noc oniy denounced our peuple, 
Said the officer, “but he also denounced 
all the orthodox churches in the city, I 
feel certain that if ne is not made 1o de- 
Sist he will cause very serious trouble at 
the cotton mills. Already four fights have 
Started from what he has satd.’’ 

Sergeant Mcc Stated that he had 
been told of what the preacher had gaid, 
and that trouble would result if the 
evangelist was allowed to continue his in- 
cendiary. talks to the working people. 

The preacher was asked by the recorder 
what he wished to say in the way of a 
defense, and he replied: 

Makes Bold Defense, 

“I believe in preaching the truth, and 1 
can’t help who the truth hurts. God has 
sent Me out to speak the truth, and It is 
my duty to show up evil and to raise 
fallen humanity. The people are decelved. 
The poor are oppressed, and the earth 
Sroans and mourns with their cries be- 
cause they? are oppressed, I have said, 
and I repeat it here, that the cotton mills 
are a cvrse, for they take the labur otf 
even little children and offer them a crust 
of bread for compensa: ition; they Keep lit- 
tle children from getting an educition; 
thelr employces live like paupers while 
their OwWuers live in luxury. That's what 
I have said, and that’s what caused my 
arrest. If I would obey men, J mignt live 
like a king, but I prefer to obey God and 
live @ poor man; and J obey God when ] 
preach against the oppression of the 
poor,’’

‘‘Render Under Caesar.” 


“But,” interrupted the rec order, ‘‘Christ 
said you must render igor Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’ and you must 
Obey the jaws of your saniianae as well as 
the laws of God. You have been trespass- 
ing, and you must not do it again. If 
you want to .preach, get out in the 
streets, and preach without vilifying any- 
body. I'll dismiss thig case, but I warn 
you, Rev. Mr. Bacon, not to mak» any 
incendiary talks to w orking people. That’s 
mighty poor kind of preaching, according 
to my notion, and it is against the law.”’ 

“I'll try to obey the law of the land as 
well as the law of God.” sald@ the evAn- 
Gelist, meekly, as he gathered up his 
Bibles and hymn-books and left the court- 
room, 

Rev. Bacon is from England, and has 
been in aAtianta four months.

GEORGIA AT PARIS 


J. Lindsay Johnson Left for Paris 
Last Night.

HE WILL SAIL ON ETRURIA 


Headquarters for State To Be Opened 
in United States Building. 


LITERATURE TO ADVERTISE GEORGIA 


Commisstoner Johnson Before Leav- 
ing Atlanta Yesterday Paid Re- 
spects to Governor Candler. 


J. Lindsay Johonson, of Rome, chatr- 
man of the Georgia commission to the 
Paris exposition, left Atlanta last night 
for New York, and will sail for Europe 
from that city June 9th on the Etruria. 
Commissioner Johnson pald his,frespects 
to Governor Candler yesterday Afternoon 
and made final 
eral state departments at the capitol to 
forward to the headquarters of the com- 
mission at Paris a supply of literature 
advertising the resources. of Georgia. 

“My stay at the exposition,’”’ said Com- 
missioner Johnson yesterday, ‘‘will be of 
uncertain duration as no arrangement has 
yet been made between the commisstion- 
ers in regard to the work each is to per- 
form. I have made my preparations s0 
that I can be in France for six months 
and it is probable that I will not return 
before the expiration of that time. 

“You can state positively that Georgia 
will have headquarters at the exposition 
where the visitors from this state can 
congregate. Until the headquarters are 
established my address will be 19 Boule- 
vard de Italiens.”’ 

No other state commissioner sails with 
J. Lindsay Johnson on the Etruria, but 
a large number of Georgians, including a 
party from Athens, will go over on that 
vessel June th. All of tne five members 
of the commission expect to spend some 
time at the exposition, and it will be ar- 
ranged Jf possible so that at least one of 
them will-be in Paris the entire time. 

The effort to secure space tn the United 
States building for the products of this 
state was not successful, as the applica- 
tion was made after it had all been dls- 
posed of. Georgia has been reserved of- 
fice headquarter®, however, in the United 
States building and Commissioner John- 
gon will/have the headquarters fitted up 
at once. The only means open to the 
commission to advertise the resources of 
the state is through pamphlets and lit- 
erature and a quantity of this from the 
geological and agricultural departments 
will be shipped from Atlanta to Paris. 
Commissioner Johnson is of the opinion 
that much may be accomplished in this 
way, as he {s firm in the belief that Geor- 
gia will lead all the states of the south 
in natural resources.
